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I MAKING A LAWN 
! IN SIERRA MADRE j 
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By Jessie Ward 

When nature is covering all the m. 

| cant lots and hillsides with a beauti- 
I ful carpet of green, it is time that 
j we should be thinking of helping her 
by covering up the bare spots in our 
s own property. 

No landscape garden is complete 
i without a lawn even though it is a 
I small one. 

The most handsome lawn is the one 
made of blue grass; the next best is 
the one made of bluegrass and clover 
mixed; the third is one made of Lippia 
Repens which is not a grass at all, but 
| a close fitting, trailing plant that 
i spreads over the ground and resem¬ 
bles a grass lawn. 

Making a good lawn in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre is somewhat of a problem because 
of the nature of our soil which is so 
porous it does not retain the moisture 
sufficiently at the surface. The shal¬ 
low roots of the lawn grass easily 
dry up unless water is applied very 
frequently. This condition of the soil 
can be remedied by building it up with 
humus in the way of stable manure 
or other rotted vegetable matter. 
This humus is food for plant life and 
will hold moisture in the soil as well. 

Spread about three or four inches 
of stable fertilizer over the surface of 
! the soil, spade and mix well to a 
depth of one foot. Rake out the 
stones, grade off smoothly and sprin¬ 
kle every day but do not sow the seed 
yet. You will soon have a crop of 
weeds, oats and barley. When you 
think that all of the weed seeds have 
germinated, turn the weeds under and 
rake over again and sprinkle as be¬ 
fore. You will ret another light crop 
of weeds, but after these have been 
spaded under you can safely sow the 
grass seed. 

If your soil happens to be of a very 
good quality before you start to pre¬ 
pare for the lawn, perhaps all it will 
l need after it has been spaded up and 
I graded will be a dressing of commer¬ 
cial fertilizer. As the commercial fer- 
{ tilizer is free from weed seeds the 
: grass seed can be planted at once. 

In sowing seed choose a still day so 
j that the delicate seed can be distri¬ 
buted over the ground evenly. Go 
i over the surface to be sowed, two or 
j three times scattering the seeds as 
evenly as possible, using one pound 
of seed to every two-hundred square 
feet, 10x20, or for the clover and blue 
grass lawn use one pound for every 
two-hundred and fifty square feet, 
16x16, using one-third clover seed and 
two-thirds blue grass and sowing each 
separately. 

After the seed has been sown, the 
surface should be lightly raked over 
so that the seed will be partially cov¬ 
ered with earth. Then, to hold the 
moisture, a very thin coat of saw¬ 
dust can be scattered over Jhe whole 
surface. Sprinkling should be done 
twice a day, or more on hot days and 
it must be done lightly or the seed | 
will be washed away in spots. Never j 
allow the surface to dry while the \ 
seed is germinating or the lawn will I 
be lost. 

The soil for the Lippia lawn is pre- J 
pared in the same way as the grass j 
lawn. The Lippia is started by plant- j 
ing young rooted divisions about one i 
foot apart. These, if well watered j 
will soon cover the ground and make . 
a dense, close fitting mat resembling j 


a lawn. It will crow in sandier, dry¬ 
er soils than grass and will need no 
mowing. It can stand a great deal 
of drought but to have it green and 
dense it should be watered well. 

Other substitutes for the grass 
lawn are: English Ivy, Verbi >as, 
Gazanias, Trailing Lantanas, Ivy Ger¬ 
aniums, Mesembryantheum, Ornamen 
tal Strawberries, I.opezia and Vinca. 
These plants are especially good for 
parkings and banks. 

In planting shrubbery abont and in 
lawns it is good landscaping to keep 
them to the sides, leaving the centre 
of the lawn open, unless perhap in 
the formal garden, where a pool oi 
flower bed is sometimes used. It i. 
well to have shrubbery planted in the 
corners of the lawn where two walk 
meet at angles or where a walk turn 
sharply. 

The area of the lawn need not he 
so large if plenty of low shrubbery i 
planted at the sides of the yard. I'he 
shrubberv will soften the lines of the 
lawn and the lawn will set off t lu¬ 
sh rubbery.
